DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 30-38 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(b) the invention was patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than 
one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 30, 33 and 35, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Meidan (US Patent 5,276,907). 

Regarding to claim 30, Meidan discloses a method of communicating 
comprising the step of: 

modifying at least one antenna's beam width (see col.6 lines 26-30) based 
on received radio resource allocation instructions for signals to be transmitted 
and/or receive by the at least one antenna (see col.6 lines 21-45). 

Regarding claims 31-32, Meidan discloses the radio resource allocation 
instructions comprise information related to data rate of the signals (see col.2 
lines 35-44), SNR of the signals (see col.5 lines 25-39), power level of the signals 
(see col.8 lines 1-30), location information of a mobile in communication with the 
at least one antenna and quality of service needs of a user of the mobile (see 
col.6 line 55 through col.7 line 3).

Regarding claims 33 and 35, Median discloses communication system 
and the beam width of the at least one antenna of a forward link of the 
communication is modified (col. 7 lines 19-25). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 34, 36-38, objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

Regarding dependent claims 34 and 36, none of prior art teaching "at least 
one antenna is part of a wireless communication system and the beam width of 
the at least one antenna of a reverse link of the communication system is 
modified" as cited in the claim.
